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DETAILED ACTION 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

1 . The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S. C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public use or on 
sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United States. 

2. Claimsl-32, 34-37, and 39-42 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by 
Pettersen (WO 97/14015). 

For claims 1,16-26, 30, 36, 37, and 40, Pettersen shows a system for point-by-point 
measuring of spatial coordinates comprising: 

a stationary portion (1) having at least a first laser radiation source (32) and at 
least a first optical detector (38); 

a rotatable portion (21-25) that is rotatable with respect to the stationary portion; 

at least a first optical fiber system or path (33, 36, 26, 22, 21), the emission end 
(22, 21) disposed on the rotatable portion, wherein an emission direction of the laser 
radiation is controlled according to the rotation of the rotatable portion; 

a retroreflective target (4-8); 

an optical coupler (28); 

an orientation camera (38). 

As for claim 4, three dimensions of position and three dimensions of orientation are 
determined. 
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As for claim 5, a second arrangement is on element 3a. 

As for claims 6-9 and 39, please see elements 21-28. 

As for claim 10, please see retroreflector 6. 

As for claim 1 1, 34, and 35,please see camera 39. 

As for claims 12, 13, 28, and 29, please see actuators 23 and 25. 

As for claims 14, 15, and 27please see optical fiber systems 30-33 and 36. 

As for claim 3 1 and 32, please see lenses 35, 26. 



Allowable Subject Matter 

3. Claims 22 and 38 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, but 
would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of the base 
claim and any intervening claims. 

4. The following is a statement of reasons for the indication of allowable subject matter: 
The prior art of record fails to show or to suggest a laser based coordinate measuring device 
comprising of the elements as presently claimed wherein the orientation camera is disposed on 
the rotatable structure or wherein the locator camera includes a plurality of light sources disposed 
substantially circumferentially about a central point, and a detector disposed substantially at the 
central point.
